Associated Press reporter Kyle Vance, recently honored by 
the Kentucky Press Association lor his work in uneoverinii a 
false check scandal in the Dept. of Economic Security, will 
•peak here Tuesday. 

His address will he at 4 p.m. in Iloom 211, Journalism Build- 
ing. 

Vance, the AP Frankfort cor- 
respondent, broke the story of the 
Check Hand on December 10, 1956. 
The story, the facts of which were 
hidden beneath a curtain of 
secrecy, revealed that chec ks total- 
in. $640. made out to non-existent 
claimant--, were cashed in October 

As a result of the disclosure, the 
supervisor Ql the IBM section of 
the Dheion of Unemployment. 
Joseph J. ResiiiR. was arrested and 
later indicted by the Franklin Cir- 
cuit Court Grand jury. 

Following the storv's release, 
Vance was praised editorially bv 
nam MMMpiN throughout the 
state. a> well n- being commended 
by Franklin Circuit Judge W. B. 
Ardery. Ardery told the grand 

jury when it met, "Immediately 
before your eyes is a distinguished 
eUlzen cl this city (Frankfort*.

UK's fraternity men are tops in 
the nation scholastieally for the 
third time in four years. 

Fraternity scholarship here was 
2.4 overall — 6.90 per cent above the 
nationwide average in state uni- 
versities for 1955-56. 

This information was recently 
released by Col. Ralph W. Wilson, 
executive director of the College 
Fraternity Scholarship Processing 
group located here in Lexington. 

LSU edged UK into second place 
In 1953-54. but UK has come back 
to the top for the past two' years. 

Wilson said, "there has been no 
precedent for such accomplish- 
ments ... it simply does not seem 
probable that any one state uni- 
versity could take, such complete 
scholastic control." 

"It must be a source of great 
pride to the University of Ken- 
tucky to know that its fraternities 
stand supreme in scholarship! . . . 
We congratulate the Kentucky 
fraternities." 

Four fraternities tied for first 
place here at UK. with standings 
of 12.6. They were: Delta TOU 
Delta, Farmhouse. Sigma Alpha 
Bpsilon, and Triangle. 

Scholastic standings for the past 
semester will not be completed for 
release until the end of the 30 da] 
period during which students are 
allowed to make up grades of "I" 
or "X".

For the readers of this column 
Who suffer from anemia, or for 
those who are just downright leth- 
argic, my prescription for an In- 
fallible cure-all would indubitably 
be to spend two and one-half hours 
as the guest of Jose Oreco and 
his Spanish Ballet. If the patient 
in question refuses to be revived 
by this two and one-half hours of 
passionate foot stomping, sensuous 
writhings. and Yma Sumacian 
yodeling, then he or she is beyond 
help. 

Oreco and troup invaded Mem- 
orial Coliseum last Tuesday night 
With what must surely be the most 
comprehensive study of the Span- 
ish art of dance ever seen in these 
parts. And I daresay, probably, by 
all counts, the most authenticated. 
With Greco were at least seven- 
teen performers of astonishingly 
high caliber, plus one pianist and 
Feveral guitarists.

Greco and company can soon be 
seen in the Mike Todd-AO produc- 
tion of ' Around The World In 80 
Days." where one assumes proper 
locale is supplied. Until then, one 
must be satisfied with this person- 
alized and engaging visit from "the 
world's foremost Spanish dancer."

Announcement of the participa- 
tion of the Indonesian delegation 
in the language affair was made 
Jointly Monday by the Embassy of 
Indonesia and Dr. Herman E 
Spivey. dean of the UK Graduate 
School and chairman of the Uni- 
versity's Foreign Operations Com- 
mittee. 

The University of Kentucky is 
closely associated with the Uni- 
versity of Indonesia as a result of 
a Sl.235,000 contract between UK 
and the International Co-Opera- 
tion Administration to provide edu- 
cational and scientific services to 
the Indonesian school. 

"We have invited Ambassador 
Notowidigdo and his aides to visit 
our campus in order to meet our 
faculty and staff and to view the 
University facilities," Dean Spivey 
said. 

Trn UK experts in engineering 
and the supporting sciences of phy- 
sics, mathematics and chemistry 
are now teaching and assisting in 
other developments at the Uni- 
versity of Indonesia at Bandung, 
located on the island of Java. 

The Indonesian ambassador has 
held his present post since 1953, 
and prior to that time he was as- 
sociated with the United Nations. 
He was educated as a lawyer and 
economist at the University of In- 
donesia, and his experience in- 
cludes several years as a civil 
service administrator. 

Ambassador Notowidigdo's ad- 
dress at the Foreign Language 
Conference will follow an early 
afternoon International Relations 
program dealing with "Problems of 
Southeast Asia." 

Participating in the interna- 
tional relations session, in addition 
to Indonesian spokesmen, will be 
representatives of Japan, the Phil- 
ippines, India. Nationalist China. 
New Zealand and possible other 
nations of the region. 

Dr. Jonah W. D. Skiles. head of I 
the UK Department of Ancient 
Languages and Literatures and di- 
rector of the Foreign Language 
Conference, said this morning that 
more than 600 language specialists 
from several different countries 
are expected to take part in the 
affair.

Niglil Enrollment 
Reaches New Peak 

A new record for spring enroll- 
ment in night classes, operated by 
the College of Adult and Exten- 
sion Education, has been reached. 
A total of 737 persons are enrolled, 
an increase of 63 over the previous 
spring of 1956. 

A total of 44 classes this semes- 
ter "is the largest program ever 
Offered at UK. For the past two 
semesters 1487 persons have en- 
rolled in evening classes, an in- 
crease of 10 percent over last 
year's 1349 enrollment. 

This spring, 63 applicants are 
University students taking night 
class as part of their regular 
schedule. Of the 309 adults en- 
rolled. 13 are taking high school 
courses for credit, and 352 are 
non-credit students. 

There are 31 classes offering 
regular credit in the Arts and Sci- 
ences. Agriculture, Education, and 
Commerce Colleges. Ten non- 
credit courses are offered in t la- 
professional fields along with four 
high school courses, and 4th. 5th. 
and 6th grade children can take 
a special non-credit course in be- 
ginning Latin. 

A rapid growth of evening 
classes for the last three years has 
been due largely to the great lv 
increased interest in adult educa- 
tion on the part of local industry, 
retail business, professional groups 
as well as individual citizens.
